for" many  years  pastor  of  Methodist  churches  in  Malaya  and  in  Manila;  chaplain  with  the 
A  E  F  in  World  War  I ;  elected  missionary  bishop  in  1928,  with  headquarters  in  Manila  and 
Singapore;  decorated  by  the  French  government  for  his  service  as  chaplain;  by  Jugoslavia  for 
his  assistance  in  the  program  of  relief,  and  by  Great  Britain  for  his  educational  work  in  Malaya; 
now  Director  of  the  General  Commission  on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains,  representing  thirty 
Protestant  denominations ;  a  statesman  among  religious  leaders ;  an  influential  religious  leader 
among  statesmen.
